There being a .sufficien l number of sut>ordinatc lodges represented, the 
Most Worshipful Grand Lodge was opened in ample form, and the Throne 
of Grace addressed by the k. W. and Rev. Grand Chaplain. 

( tn motion of Bro. Pickett, the reading of the minutes was dispensed 
with, the printed proceedings being in the hands of the brethren. 

The Most Worshipful Grand Master then read the following report, 
which on motion, was referred to a committee ot Bros. Anderson, Pickett, 
E. K- Roe. Hibbard anti Taylor: 

Mv Brkiiirkn. 

I most cordially greet anti congratulate you upon your assembling in 
this, the eleventh annual communication of the Most Worshipful Grand 
Lodge of the State of Illinois. These annual reunions bring with them de- 
lightful emotions and are fraught with the most tienclicial and salutary re- 
sults. It is delightful, after a long separation, to look again on faces en- 
deared to us by every tic that the heart can acknowledge — to press fondly 
the hands of faithful and true-hearted brothers — to commingle soul with 
soul, and to bow again together in humble adoration around the Altar of 
Masotiry — that sacred altar erected to Him who “sitteth in the east forever,” 
and made holy in our affections by the most solemn and impressive memor- 
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ies. We have cause to congratulate each other — for though casualty, mis- 
fortunes and perplexities have thronged our way since our last regular meet- 
ing, and though death has laid low several of our eminent and beloved, yet 
still, within our jurisdiction at this time, the star of our noble Order rides 
high in the heavens — clear and undimmed, no storm in its atmosphere, no 
cloud on its orbit. Prosperity, peace and harmony encircle and abide in our 
lodges, and fellowship and brotherly love bind closely together the hearts of 
the Fraternity. 

It is very cheering to contrast the present prospects of our Order in Illi- 
nois with its state and condition upon the first organization of this Grand 
I.odge. in Jacksonville, ten years ago. Six lodges, having in all but 99 mem- 
bers. constituted then the organization. We have now 96 working lodges, 
with an aggregate membership of several thousands. This great growth 
and prosperity should fill our hearts with gratitude, and should lead us to 
adore Him who giveth the victory. 

I also congratulate you on the glad tidings of peace and brotherly union 
which reach us from abroad. The feuds and difficulties which have unfor- 
tunately convulsed some of our sister Grand 1 -odges, have been amicably and 
honurably settled, or are in rapid progress towards this desirable consumma- 
tion. The only difficulty which exists is within the jurisdiction of the Most 
Worshipful Grand I<odge of the State of New York, emanating from that 
contumacious and refractory body of men, styling themselves a Grand Lodge, 
and headed by Phillips, Herring & Co. They still remain in open rebellion 
against legally constituted authority, and have as yet evinced but little if any 
repentance for their great misdeeds in Masonry. 1 will not, however, in- 
trude upon your time by attempting to explain the nature of these difficul- 
ties, or the circumstances surrounding their arrangement. The report of the 
Committee on Foreign Correspondence will, doubtless, as usual, fully and 
eloquently explain and elucidate the matters in dispute and the circum- 
stances of their termination so far as they have been adjusted and closed. 

You are, doubtless, my brethren, all apprised of the loss, by fire, of the 
archives and records of this Grand Lodge, early in the present Masonic year. 
This loss, as you are also apprised, induced me to call on extra meeting of 
this laxly, which convened in Springfield ou the ad Monday in April last. 
The object of this meeting, os set forth in my proclamation, wuh to restore 
as far as practicable the unprinted, and consequently lust proceedings of the 
last Annual Communication. The interests «»t the Grund I^xlge and the 
pressing wants of the subordinates, seemed imperatively to demand that the 
minutes of the lost October session should he restored, if possible, printed 
and immediately distributed. 

The special session was well attended. The committees were talented, 
zealous and of untinng industry, and the greater port of the essential rec- 
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nrds were faithfully restored. The Grand Secretary. Bro. Warren, made a 
contract with a publisher in Jacksonville, by which the proceedings of the 
special session would be printed and ready for distribution in a very few 
weeks ; but from some unaccountable delay on the part of said publisher, they 
were not ready for distribution until near the ist of September, just passed, 
and I have reason to believe that many of the subordinates have tu»t yet re- 
ceived them. I most respectfully refer the adjustment of this most incon- 
venient delay on the part of the publisher to the consideration of your body, 

The loss of the proceedings of the last regular session, together with the 
delay referred to before, has been severely felt by the subordinate lodges, 
and has subjected me throughout the entire year to unparalleled labor-- labor 
almost beyond my power to perform. If, therefore, in the multitude of the 
calls on me for counsel or instruction, I shall have tailed in a single instance 
U> respond, T trust my brethren will appreciate my more than usual amount 
of duty, and generously forgive the neglect. I, however, am not now Consci- 
ous of having failed in the performance of any duty, the least important, ac- 
cording to the best of my humble abilities. 

1 have incidentally learned, that some few of my brethren have gently 
ventured me for calling the extra session of the Grand Lodge in April last — 
they thinking that the interests of the Order could have been as well secured 
without subjecting the lodges to the expense and trouble of meeting in 
Springfield. I can assure these brethren that not one of them felt more op- 
posed at lirst than I did. 1 lelt the great responsibility involved either in 
calling the session or avoiding it. No member could know as well as I the 
solicitude of the lodges for the proceedings of the last October session. Mail 
after mail, for months, brought me from five to fifteen letters at each arrival, 
asking information on points, which in the most of cases, would have been 
avoided, had the proceedings as usual, been printed aud distributed. 

I took advice upon the subject as far as practicable, from the present and 
past Grand Officers, and from many others devoted to, and experienced in, 
the interests of the fraternity. A large majority of these who did me the 
favor to advise me in the matter, warmly recommended the esira communi- 
cation. The result of the meeting would have been eminently advantageous 
had we received from the publisher the restored proceedings according to 
contract. Our meeting had at least the good effect of making known the 
enactments and doings of the last October session, to so many lodges as 
were represented in the session of April last. I do not lament lhat the call 
was made.

My brethren, I most cordially commend these new lodges to your fellow- 
ship and brotherly kindness. From reports, they promise great usefulness 
— and doubtless, tinder your fostering care, will become valuable and emi- 
nent members of our already distinguished organization. 

Previous to entering upon my official duties, New Boston Lodge, No. 
5g. was suspended for irregularity in preceding, at the last Annual Session 
of the Grand Lodge a committee was appointed to examine into the extent 
aud character of the irregularity charged and make report to me. I received 
a very brief report from a part of the committee accompanied by a recom- 
mendation that the interdict should be removed J also received a cortimu- 
n< ation signed by the officers and members of said lodge, acknowledging in 
a most manlv and creditable manner their errors, and promising fully and 
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completely to amend them. Whereupon, by written authority from me. as 
Grand Master, signed on the 22d day of February. 1850, the said suspension 
was remover! and the said New Boston Lodge. No. 59, was reinstated and 
empowered to work. 

By the action of thin Grand Lodge had at its special session, in April Inst. 
Temple Lodge, No. 46, was also suspended, and a committee of three was 
appointed to examine into the difficulties existing in said lodge, and report 
to me. The said committee entered immediately upon its duty, and after 
full investigation, recommended that the suspension should be removed. 1 
accordingly by warrant removed the interdict and authorized the said Tem- 
ple Lodge, No. 46, to resume work. 

1 have, through the year just closing, given many special dispensations 
to confer degrees, and for other minor purposes. I do not conceive that it 
is my duty to make a particular report in such cases : to do so. would make 
my report unnecessarily voluminous, and would be an imposition upon your 
patience, by subjecting you to tiresome recital of uninteresting and unim- 
portant matter. 

1 would recommend that all the laws, rules and edicts of this Grand 
I .edge, which may be in force at the dose of this session be printed collec- 
tively, as an appendix to the minutes of this annual communication. This, 
in my opinion, will 1* exceedingly useful, and will meet the approliation and 
thanks of the subordinates. The majority of the lodges tinder this jurisdic- 
tion not having a full set of the printed proceedings, are frequently subjected 
to great inconveniences by not understanding the requirements of this body. 
And even those who are in possession of a full copy, sometimes in an emer- 
gency have not the time to run through the whole, since 1845. to gain the in- 
formation wanted— consequently a frequent infraction of law may be appre- 
hended. 

I mast respectfully invite your attention to the subject of Masonic dimits. 
It is the prevalent usage of lodges, to grant a (limit to any brother desiring 
one, who is clear from charges and clear of the books,even though the brother 
dimitting has no intention to remove from the jurisdiction of the lodge, or 
to become attached thereby to another lodge. 'Phis usage is eminently 
wrong, in my opinion, and detrimental to the prosperity and good of the 
fraternity. 

This practice greatly encourages and augments the number of non-affili- 
ated Mason* — a race of Masons perfectly inexplicable to me. and who occupy 
a most unnatural and unprofitable position in the Order. From its being 
known as it frequently is, that these non -affiliated brethren were formerly 
>tltiu hrd members, their jiresent position conveys to the uninitiated world 
the erroneous idea, that they discovered in the institution principles repul- 
sive to their feelings, ami usages and customs incompatible with their optn- 
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ions of right and propriety. And yet this cannot be the case — Masonry " to 
be known is to be admired,” aud can never be otherwise than popular and 
pleasing to the enlightened and the good. 

1 hold the opinion that no honest and good Mason, at heart, will desire 
to live noil -affiliated, unless impelled so to do by some extraordinary and 
imperative cause beyond his control — a cause, which in the course of human 
events docs not often exist. Many dimits are asked for and obtained, dur- 
ing moments of temporary excitement— most frequently produced by imag- 
inary wrongs, and which if allowed to subside by the wear of a little time, 
would be forgotten and forgiven. When dimits are thus impulsively obtained, 
a false pride too frequently prevents a re -affiliation. There are men, no 
doubt, who join our order, with the positive hope and expectation of finding 
the •' nm-osoi'iiKK's stonk." They expect to become invested with super- 
natural knowledge, ur with necromantic power. Nothing short of becoming 
wizards, or of being continually excited by a complicated machinery or 
mummery, equal to the false, but bowitchingly mystical worship of olden times, 
when < trades and Gods were almost as numerous as the stars of our present 
firmament, could satisfy the rapacious marvelousness of such beings and 
upon not being thus gratified, they dimit. 

Benevolence should indicate the duty of keeping such men within the 
protection of our embrace. They unquestionably need some guardian to 
guide and direct their steps, and to restrain their desires within due ami rear 
son a ble Ixninds. 

Some no doubt, request and obtain dimits, impelled by motives of parsi- 
mony and penurious ness alone, to avoid the payment of the small dues ex- 
acted by the lodges. It is natural that such should withdraw. No soi.'li.kss 
man can be a Mason. 

Others dimit, from feeling of absolute inertia, and nothing else — they 
are too lazy to do their duly. 

Scarcely a lodge within this jurisdiction, can be found which has not 
within its immediate vicinage a number of these backsliders, and unfruitful 
half brothers. A Ixtnd who hang upon the skirts of the army, deriving in 
times of danger its positive protection — and this too, without adding an atom 
to its strength, or a beam to its glory, I most earnestly commend the care- 
ful consideration of this subject to your wisdom and decision. Some plan 
should unquestionably be adopted to stay this evil and if possible to remedy 
the inconvenience and wrong indicted ujxm the order. I difficulties will pres- 
ent themselves in the accomplishment of this task, but I think they will be 
only such as may be easily overcome or properly provided for. In your de- 
liberations upon this subject, your justice will doubtless suggest the pro- 
priety of making provision for superannated and diseased Masons, and such 
as live too remote from lodges to enable them to attend. 
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In consequence of the contradictory opinions entertained by the mem- 
bers of the subordinate lodges under this jurisdiction, as to the meaning and 
import of a resolution adopted by this Grand Lodge at tb* annual communi- 
cation for 1847 — to wit: " Resolved, That the resolution in Grand Ixnlge 
proceedings of 1845. (page 173 of printed minutes.) be rescinded, and that • 
subordinate lodges be required to ballot for candidates in every degree." 

I consider it my duty to lay the said resolution liefore you at this session, 
either to be rescinded or explained by another resolution, so that the true 
meaning and intention of it may be definitely understood. The resolution 
referred to. is certainly ambiguous. I have been called upon many times 
within the past year, to give my opinion on its import. The question has 
invariably been, "whether the ballot for the 2d and 3rd degrees was intend- 
ed to decide upon the Masonic proficiency, or upon the moral eligibility of 
the candidate ” From the circumstances surrounding the resolution of '47. 
my opinion has been, and is, that the intention of the mover of the resolu- 
tion. and most probably the opinion of the Grand Lodge then was. that the 
object, of the call in each of the degrees was to decide upon the moral eligi- 
bility of tlie candidate for advancement. Though this appeared to me to be 
the meaning ol said resolution, and though I instructed the lodges that such 
appeared to be the law, and consequently must be obeyed, yet, I think this 
construction of usage dangerously erroneous and eminently un- Masonic. I 
am clearly of the opinion that one ballot entitles the candidate to the three 
degrees. I will take the liberty of presenting in a very brief manner a few 
of the reasons, which I think, sustain my opinion. 

When a man petitions a lodge in the first instance, he states ** that hav- 
ing long entertained a favorable opinion of your ancieut institution, he is de- 
sirous, if found worthy, of lieing admitted u member thrreoj." He doesuot 
Specifically petition to become an entered apprentice alone, but to become a 
member of the fraternity. He knows little or nothing about the difl'ereut de- 
grees, his object is to become entitled to the rights, lights ami privileges. 
of the order. His petition is referred to a committee, whose duty it is to 
carefully inquire into the moral, physical and intellectual capabilities of the 
applicant— to decide upon his eligibility to receive, not only the entered ap- 
prentice’s degree, but all the degrees within the jurisdiction of the lodge he 
petitions. 

Should the report of the committee be favorable and the hollot clear in 
the first instance, the privileges of the three degrees are guaranteed to him, 
should hi* Jutui e conduct and improvement warrant hi* advancement. 

When an applicant is received, it is tacitly understood by every member, 
that full and rigid examination has, or should have Iwen made, respecting 
bis moral character and his other necessary qualification* to lwoMue a Ma- 
son. otherwise the appointment of a committee of investigation is silly and 
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unnecessary. According to the laws and usages of Masonry throughout its 
extent, an interdict is placed upon the reception of a candidate by ballot, in a 
less time than one lunar month after his petition is referred; this is to give 
time for full investigation. No such interdict prevails respecting the time 
for conferring the 2d and 3d degrees, nor is it necessavy. You will remember 
that the only question touching eligibility, which is legally propounded upon 
the admission of a candidate into either of the degrees after the first is, 
" Has he made suitable proficiency to warrant his request for advancement." 
For it will also be remembered that after having received the first degree he 
is no longer a petitioner for Masonry, but only for Masonic advancement — lie 
is already introduced within the veil of Masonic mystery — he no longer tielougs 
to the ranks of uninitiated. After receiving the first degree, he is no longer 
responsible to Masonic discipline for any offence, committed previous to 
his initiation, unless it be for all offence committed in the preliminary parts 
of the ceremony. At the time he stands as a Just anti upright Mo son, he 
receives absolution for all antecedent offences — full, clear and irrevocable ab- 
solution so far as Masonry has right, power or control over him. Such being 
the case he then begins to learn and receive those first instructions whereon 
to lmild his future moral and Masonic edifice. 

Should an entered apprentice or fellow-craft be guilty of un-Mason ic 
conduct, after his initiation , no one will deny the right <>l dealing with him 
agreeably to the laws and usages of the order. He is liable to reproof, sus- 
pension. or even expulsion, as the wisdom and justice of his peers may de- 
termine. But if no charge for offence committed since he entered upon the 
ground tloor can be sustained against him, the only question which can prop- 
erly arise upon his application for advancement, is upon his suitable profi- 
ciency or Masonic knowledge in the previous degrees. As this application is 
not made by a new, written petition, which by any law. must be referred to 
a committee of investigation, the lodge may decide upon his proficiency as it 
may determine or as the by-laws uf the individual lodge may set forth. 

I am well apprised that isolated cases may, and do occur, which render 
this view of the subject unpleasant and hard to t>e borne — but nevertheless 
to check in his progress, or to debar a newly made brother from his regular 
advancement, for antecedent obliquity, cannot result in the honor or profit 
of the fraternity, but in a vast majority of cases must redound to its injury 
and discredit. We thereby cast out again into the world, a hitter and en- 
during enemy to the order — anil to all similar institutions intended for the 
Ijenetit of men m this world. We cast him from us. and thereby excite his 
evil and malignant spirit, if he has such. We crush, probably, his first im- 
pulse towards reformation, and extinguish, protwbly, the last s]»ark of moral 
pride remaining in his nature. Whereas, should we cluster around the guilty 
unfortunate, by brotherly love, pure example and Masonic teaching, show 
him the glorious beauties of our precepts and our practice, as contrasted 
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with the cold and selfish customs of the outer world, we may lead him from 
Uie path of rain into the ways of truth anil virtue. 

Masonry professes to be a moral and beuevolent institution — having for 
its great objects the relief of the indigent and distressed, and the elevating 
and ennobling of the minds of its votaries. It professes to teach men to net 
upon the square, to circumscribe their desires, and to keep their passions 
within due bounds. It professes the power of reformation — to be able by 
its teachings and usages, to enlighten, decorate and polish the uncultivated 
and benighted. Such being the case, is it not the paramount duty of every 
Mason to lie zealous in reclaiming the apostate from the dominion of evil and 
establish him within the halo of Temperance, Fortitude, Prudence and Jus. 
tice? 


1 would not be understood by any of my remarks on the subject last re- 
ferred to, to give countenance to the passing or raising a brother, until his 
proficiency Jutly authorizes his advancement. I greatly lament that so little 
attention is manifested in the lodges, to the instruction and examination of 
candidates for advancement. It is impossible to realize and feel the beauty 
and excellency of the succeeding without being thoroughly enlightened upon 
the preceding degree or degrees. The want of a proper education in the 
former degrees makes the tight of the succeeding dim and shadowy ami rolls 
it of its glory and of its sublime effect— nil ts tame and profitless — conse- 
quently. enduring and vital evils result by such inattention and precipitancy, 
not only to the newly made Mason, but also, to the institution of Masonry at 
large. 

1 ask leave to present in a very brief manner, another subject for your 
legislation. 

A practice or law prevails In this jurisdiction, as well as in many of our 
sister Grand Lodges, that a rejected candidate is debarred from repetition* 
mg until after the expiration of twelve months. This usage frequently acts 
oppressively, and is in principle contrary to that justice which should char- 
acterize every action of Masonry. The interdict should cease, so soon as the 
disability or disqualification of the rejected applicant shall have l>eeu re- 
moved. I. myself, once voted against the admission of a candidate, luuler 
on utterly wrong conception of circumstances, which I thought, at tho tune. 
I fully and clearly understood. In less than a week 1 became thoroughly 
convinced of my mistake, and deeply lamented the injustice I had unwitting, 
ly l •ecu the cause of. Yet the law, as understood, allowed of no retires*. 

1 know that it will be difficult to change this usage, without appearing 
to infringe upon the inalienable and inestimable right of ail unquestioned 
ballot, ami I am well apprised that it will require more than ordinary care, 
to frame any law which will mitigate the hardness of the present law. as 
understood, without furnishing opportunity for dangerous abuse. Yet. 1 
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think, the dispassionate wisdom of this Grand Lodge is fully adequate to the 
task: and 1 think as confidently, that my brethren of this body will shrink 
from no duty which is calculated, in the least, to display mercy and justice. 

1 would Ihercfoiv. must respectfully suggvd. that a rule or law lie 
adopted authorizing a lodge to receive a petition fn>in a rejected candidate, 
at any tunc, w licit it shall be made manifest to said lodge lliat the supposed 
disqualification did not in reality exist, or had ceased Lo exist; and when the 
member or members who liad black-balled the candidate had become fully 
satisfied and willing to admit him. 

This law should also j Nisi lively provide that no action whatever should 
be taken in the ease until due and timely notice had been given to each and 
every member of the lodge', if possible, and particularly to cadi member 
who was prest nl at tin; time of the previous rejection, setting forth in a dis- 
tinct awl unmistakable manner, the business to be considered, and the time 
and place of meeting. It would be' well, also, that the motion to receive the 
new petition should be made, if possible by one who had previously opposed 
the reception of the applicant. 

If ! remember aright, a vote upon the adoption of the new' constitution 
for this Grand Lodge should be expected at this session. It was ordered at 
the last regular communication that the said new constitution should lie 
again presented lo the subordinate lodges, for their approval or dissent, and 
each subordinate was required to lay before this session a certificate of its 
vote. I very much fear that this requirement ha been W-t sight of, in the 
derangements of the Grand Secretary's office, glowing «.nt of the death of 
Wro. Mitchell, late Grand Secretary, and the mure unr.i lossol tile leenrds 
of this body. 1 submit this matter ft >r such further act i« •: i v-si may con- 
sider necessary. 

Upon the recommendation of several of the lodges in the southern part 
■ ■I this jurisdiction, I appointed Hm. Michael McLaughlin, a member of Mt 
NcIxj Lodge. No. 76, to lecture the lodges within our bounds south of Alton. 
This appointment was suggested by the appropriation of $75 made at the 
last regular session, lo lie expended in paying a lecturer for said lodges south 
of the said city of Alton. I have learned with great satisfaction that llro. 
McLaughlin has industriously and zealously accomplished the task entrusted 
to his care; and he has done this, too, with honor to himself and with great 
profit to the lodges with which he labored. 

It is exceedingly important that some plan should bo adopted by your 
liody to produce a uniformity in the work of lodges under this jurisdiction. 
Should the new constitution lie adopted, it is hoped by many that the feature 
in it providing for the appointment of District Deputy Grand Masters will 
insure this desired result. 
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Should we still, as I think we shall, remain under the old code, some ar- 
rangement should be made by which this most important object shall be ac- 
complished. 

I am greatly in favor of these instructions being imparled by a cornpe- 
tent and enlightened Grand Lecturer, or more than one. if thought necessary. 

The services of proper and well qualified men for this office cannot be 
obtained, so long as a sufficient and suitable payment for their services re- 
mains so insecure, undetermined and questionable. This only can lie ac- 
complished by the Grand Lodge paying to such officer or officers an ade- 
quate amount for lalxirs j>cr formed. 

The receipts of this body are amply sufficient to authorize such an ex- 
penditure. Many of the subordinates, and such too. .as most need instruc- 
tion, are too weak in members and in wealth to enable them to pay a suffi- 
cient remuneration to their instructors; ami I know of no way in which a part 
of the treasure of this body could be more profitably and charitably invested 
than in thus furnishing light to its subordinates. 

I earnestly hope that this suggestion will engage your consideration. 

My Right Worshipful Brother, our Grand Junior Warden, did me the 
honor, to propose to me a plan which he thought would greatly conduce t«» the 
spreading of instruction and to the uniformity of the work. 

Me suggested that at each session of the Grand Lodge, a "College" or 
committee of instruction should be appointed, simultaneously with the stand- 
ing committees, who shall hold a session during established hours in each day 
of the grand communication, for the purpose of rehearsing and teaching the 
work and lectures of the three degrees, over which your body have jurisdic- 
tion . and that arrangements shall be made to prevent the sittings of the 
Grand l-odge from interfering with the hours established for the meetings 
of such "college" or committee. I most respectfully commend this sugges- 
tion to your consideration. The plan appears plausible, and will be, in my 
opinion, a valuable auxiliary, if noLhing more, to the labors of the Grand 
Lecturer, who should be, ex officio, a member of this committee. 

I’pon a petition from Vitruvius Lodge U. D.. 1 authorized said lodge to 
change the place of its meetings from Dutchman's Point. Cook County, to 
the village of Wheeling, in said County of Cook. The reasons shown in said 
(ictitiun were ample and cogont. 

My brethren — this session of the Grand Lodge, will, in all probability, be 
one of more than ordinary importance. Matters of a complicated character 
will be presented for your decision, and which will involve much labor ami 
great responsibility The calm and disjiassionatc circumspection and wont- 
ed wisdom, which hare heretofore characterized the legislation of this body 
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together with the nunitx_-r ui ■! simg-.MiUi members which grace this meet- 
ing, authorize me to believe and hope that our annual communication for 
1850, will in all respects, equal if not surpass, cither of the ten which have 
preceded it. 

In a very tew days mv official term will expire. Throughout my ad- 
min ist ration 1 have made the interests of Freemasonry my paramount con- 
sideration. I have exerted, to their fullest extent, my humble and unprac- 
tised abilities to maintain in their original purity the landmarks, laws and 

[ Lj <.oiu:ki-uoti, I bug ymi mv brethren, to accept assurances of my pro- 
lound and grateful thanks for the manifold courtesies you have so gracefully 
and kindly shown me throughout the past Masonic year. They have cheered 
ami sustained me through all the difficulties and labors of my office, and they 
remain embalmed in my heart.

REFORT OF COMMITTEE ON FOREIGN CORRESFt WHENCE. 

The Committee on Foreign Correspondence would beg ]<■■ 

Since the last annual session of this Grand Lodge the in;:. 
ceedmgs have been received from the following bodies: 
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Maine, New Hampshire. Vermont, Connecticut. Massachusetts. Rhode 
Island. New York. New Jersey. Maryland, District of Columbia. Virginia. 
North Carolina, South Carolina, Florida, Georgia, Alabama. Mississippi. 
Kentucky, Tennessee, Arkansas. Louisiana, Texas, Ohio. Indiana, Michi- 
gan. Wisconsin, Iowa and California. 

We proceed to notice these in the order named. 

MAINE. 

We have good tidings from our sister of the far east. The pure light of 
our Order shines with an unfading lustre. The annual session of the Grand 
I /xlgc was held in Portland on the 3d of May, 1850. Thirty-seven lodges 
were represented in the Grand Lodge. Whole number of memtars. 1,319; 
number of initiations during the year, 279; number of deaths for the same 
period, 30. The four first officers were authorized to appoint a delegate to 
represent the Stale in a convention for the formation of a General Grand 
Lodge. It was also determined to publish, in a single volume, the proceed- 
ings of the Grand Lodge since its formation, the subordinate lodges to desig- 
nate the number of copies that each one will require We hope to see this 
imitated by the Grand Iaxlge of our own State. But two copies of the pro- 
ceedings of this Grand Lodge from its formation to the present time are to 
be found, and is it not the part of wisdom to procure the printing of more, 
that each lodge within the jurisdiction can for a few dollars be furnished 
with several copies of the entire transactions of this Grand Body? A11 inter- 
esting and able address was delivered by the Grand Master, in which a va- 
riety of questions interesting to the Craft are discussed. On the subject of 
debarring maimed men from the rights and benefits of Masonry, he says: 

•• For ono, I do most devoutly revere the ancient landmarks of the Or- 
der. yet do 1 as truly believe in the wisdom of the decision of our illustrious 
jircdceessors who have virtually abrogated from the ancient regulations the 
provision that the candidate must lie true to the church, and lie Ixrni of hon- 
est and luwful parents. Would one of these zealous brethren, who cnutcud 
so stoutly for • ancient regulations,' reject the application of an honest, ac- 
complished fellow-citizen because his parents indiscreetly brought him into 
existence before they hail plighted their faith at the hymonial altar? 1 trust 
the response may lie No! And if so, then away with the technical objection 
which would exclude the warmest heart and brightest intellect, merely be- 
cause they belong to one in the human form who by some dispensation of 
Divine Providence has lost a hand or a foot. 1 would by no means be un- 
derstood to advocate what some call Progressive Masonry, on the contrary 
I contend for that ancient Masonry which teaches us to shun the errors of 
* bigotry and superstition.' and make a due use of reason. • according to that 
liberty wherewith a Mason is made free,' and by which we are also taught to 
' regard the whole human species as one family— the high and low. the rich 
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and poor — who as created by one Almighty parent, arc to aid, support and 
protect each other.' If * to soothe the unhappy, to sympathize with their 
misfortunes, to compassionate their miseries, and restore peace to their 
tumbled miuds, is the grand aim we have in view.’ how, 1 ask, can we con- 
sistently reject from our communion one whose only dement is the loss of a 
lnnk not absolutely necessary to his instruction in Masonry, yet rendering 
him still more an object claiming our kindly sympathies?" 

NKW 1 1 AM 1‘SltlRK. 

The regular communication of this Grand 1-ndgc was held in June, 1850. 
Fifteen of the twenty- live subordinates were represented. At a special com- 
munication in September, the Grand Lodge resolved, “ That the first cardi- 
nal virtue, Temperance, be particularly attended to by this and insubordi- 
nate lodges. ” The Craft appear to be working harmoniously in the Granite 
Slate. 


VKKM'iN r. 

The last annual session of this Grand Lodge was laid aL Burlington, 
commencing on the oth January, i$su. < >1 the seventeen working lodges 
within the jurisdiction, fourteen were represented in the Grand body. The 
signs of the times betoken the dawning of a better day for our brethren of 
this State. The storm of bigotry and fanaticism that howled so fiercely 
around them for nearly a score of years has passed away, and tin true and 
faithful Craftsmen or the Green Mountain State are now reaping the reward 
of their adherence t<> tin- tem-lsof the Order. This Gram) Lodge favors the 
formation of a Genei ul Grain I Lodge. An able and eloquent address was 
delivered by the Grand Master, !’. C. Tucker. On the subject of individual 
applications to the Grand Lodge for charity, he remarks 

"The Grand 1-odge has nut, and never had. the means for charity, and 
never seems to have contemplated that it should possess any other than a 
purely legislative character, to act for the general supervision, regulation 
and interest of the lodges under its jurisdiction. Formerly it was well un- 
derstood that individual charity was the appropriate, peculiar and exclusive 
business and duty of the subordinate lodges. That rule seems to have been 
partially forgotten, and I think it quite time it should be revived. The offi- 
cers and members of the Grand T^odge should not be taxed constantly, in 
their private capacities, for the performance of duties the responsibilities of 
which legitimately and properly belong elsewhere. I advise that no future 
l»ctitinns of this character Ik* entertained by the Grand Lodge." 


The annual session ..t tin- i.i.uid Lodge u a- In Id m liic uU oi New 

Haven, commencing on the 6th May, 1850. Representatives from thirty- 
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three lodges participated in transactions of the G rand Lodge. Number of 
initiations during the year, 276. In the opening address of the Grand Mas- 
ter he congratulates the members of the Grand Lodge on the unparalleled 
prosperity of the Order within the jurisdiction. 

MASSACHUSETTS. 

From this State we have the proceedings of three quarterly anti the an- 
nual meetings. The following paragraph from the Grand Master’s address 
is well-timed 

•• If I rightly interpret the signs of the times, there are already influences 
in operation, which if not seasonably checked, will lead to consequences we 
may all have reason to deplore. Combinations and parties should have no 
plate in Freemasonry. Party feeling is the banc of the Institution. Con- 
troversy and contention it cannot abide. Its empire is the heart; and what- 
ever tends to alienate the affections, aims a blow at its very existence. 
There never was, and there never can be, rightfully, but one party in Free- 
masonry, and that a truly Masonic party ; a party devoted to the interest 
and welfare of the Institution— self-sacrificing, disinterested, and regarding 
the prosperity of the Craft paramount to all personal considerations. All 
either parlies are inconsistent with the spirit and genius of the Order, and 
should lie discountenanced by every friend of the Institution. And I pray 
you. brethren, that you watch with the tenacity of life, and guard against 
the insidious approach of combinations, parties, and party animosities, 
whether they originate in hostility to the Craft, excessive /.eal, or nny other 
good cause; bat experience proves that there is a false seal, an unhallowed 
fire, kindled and fed with the fierceness of evil passions, and which burns 
but to destroy. This false zeal is but the manifestation of party spirit, and 
is attended with idl its evil consequences, or it originates in the love of dis- 
tinction and power. Its unhappy results may lie seen in the pride, vanity 
and arrogance it engenders; in the acrimony and bitterness it breathes into 
the temper; in the uncharitable judgments, unqualified censure, and bitter 
invective it bestows, without stmt or measure, upon all who dissent from its 
views or oppose its designs." 


RlfOIlK BUND. 

The annual meeting of the Grand Lodge was held at Woonsocket, com- 
mencing on the 25th June, 1850; twelve lodges were represented. The busi- 
ness transacted was mostly of a local charac ter. 

NEW YORK. 

Our information from this State is derived from unofficial sources. The 
unhappy difficulty that has long existed with the so-called St. John Grand 
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1 -odge has l n settled, the members thereof acknowledging allegiance La 
the only legally constituted Grand Lodge of the State. In reference to the 
disgraceful proceeding of which mention was made last year, no adjustment 
has }>ccn affected. Overtures have been made to both parties, and we think 
by thus parlying with those who have been declared expelled from the Fra- 
ternity, the Grand Lodge is acting in an unbecoming and undignified man. 
tier. When those who have shown themselves unworthy shall have ac- 
knowledged their errors and returned to their duty, then and not till then 
sltoitld terms Ik; made with them. The following is tile result of a confer- 
ence between a committee from the M. W, Grand Lodge and a committee 
of the followers of Phillips, Herring & Co., held in the city of New York, on 
the 7th June last ; 

•'At the Annual Meeting of tile W. Grand Lodge, held at Freemasons' 
Hall, June 5. A. L. 5850, the following preamble and resolution was passed: 

“ WjikkKAs, An unhappy difference exists amongst the Masonic Frater- 
nity of the State of New York, two bodies claiming to be the Grand Lodge 
thereof ; 

And wiikkkas, it would redound to the honor of both to unite, or amica- 
bly agree to separate, and divide the Masonic jurisdiction on honorable and 
crputabk- terms, becoming the members of the Institution, allot whom arc 
bound by the strongest ties that can bind man to man. 

'• Therefore, in a spirit of harmony and good faith, and with a desire of 
promoting the peace and prosperity of the Institution in this State, it is 

• 1 JCcsoived, That a committee of five be appointed by this Grand Lodge 
to confer with a committee of the same number from the other body, to de- 
ltljcratc thereon, and lo report the result of their deliberations to their re- 
spective constituents." 

The M. W. Grand Master, with tile approbation of the Grand Lodge, 

■ ipj>ointcd the following committee

This communication, your committee ascertained, was laid before that 
body by M. W. John 1 >. Willard, but was not acted on till June 7. at 2 r. m., 
when the following resolution was passed : 

“ JCfU’i wri That a committee of five be appointed to receive any prop- 

■ ■MlitJU or suggestions that maybe presented to them by any members of 

.i-' Grand Body or others, with a view to the restoring of entire harmony 
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of feeling to the whole Fraternity of the State, and that the committee use 
their discretion as to laying the same before the Grand Ixjdge." 

The following were appointed the committee 

R. VV. Salem Town. 

W. J. M. Hatch. 

W. John S. Perry. 

• W. John L. Lewis. Jr. 

W. Thomas Dugan. 

The two committees met at 5 i>. m. on the same day (June 7). all the 
members being present. 

R. W. S. Town in the Chair. 

W. J. M. Hatch acted as Secretary. 

R. W. Brother Myers addressed the committees at some length in the 
most fraternal manner. He was replied to in the same spirit by W. Brother 
Hutch, who asked for some propositions. W Brother Cook answered Bro. 
Hatch, and stated that he did not wish to stand on unnecessary punctilio, 
and that in a spirit of frankness, and without insisting on a prop«jsitioti from 
the other committee, he would propose the following as a basis for settling 
the unhappy difficulties which exist iu the Masonic fraternity of this State: 

•* That a geographical line be agreed upon, and the State be divided into 
two Masonic jurisdictions — one to l*c the Northern Grand Lodge of the State 
of New York, the other the Southern Grand Lodge of the State of New York 
—that the lodges within either jurisdiction be allowed to elect to which body 
they would adhere — that lodges located out of the jurisdiction to which they 
elect to adhere, may at any future time change their adherence to the juris* 
diction in which they are located, but no lodge shall be allowed hereafter to 
change its adherence from the Masonic jurisdiction in which it is located— 
that no warrant or dispensation shall lie granted by cither Grand I«odgc to 
constitute any new lodge out of its jurisdiction— that a general act of am- 
nesty and reconciliation lie passed by both bodies, and all suspensions and 
expulsions which huve taken place in consequence of the existing difficulties 
1 » rescinded, and that the funds of the Grand Lodge l»c equitably divided 
lietwecn both bodies.” 

Brother Hatch remarked that such a preposition would have l*ccn ac- 
cepted by the country lodges a year ago. but they would not accept it now. 
It was also opposed by the other members of his committee. Brother Hatch 
then submitted the following projmsitinn "That an amendment of the 
constitution should he passed to the following effect — “On a call of a vote 
by lodge* in the Grand Lodge the Post Master* of each lodge collectively 
shall have one vote ” This proposition was objected to by Brother Mvetson 
principle, that he could not support it without u modification so as to cm- 
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brace all: and, also, on the inconvenient and cumbrous manner of voting it 
would introduce into the Grand Lodge, as well as the effect he feared it 
would have of creating dissension between P. M.'s of the same lodge. Pro. 
Cook also objected and stated as the unanimous opinion of the committee, 
that no proposition could be entertained by the body they represented in 
which the rights of Past Masters as members of the Grand Lodge were in 
any way compromised, nor would they sanction any change of the constitu- 
tion on the subject of Past Masters, denying them equal rights as an inte- 
grant part of the Grand Lodge. Brother Lewis spoke, and while opposing 
the proposition of Brother Cook, he was willing to go as far as Pro. Hatch's 
proposition. Brother Perry opposed the division of the Stale jurisdiction, 
and defended Brother Hatch's suggestion. Brother Dugan also spoke to the 
same effect. 

Brother Myers then made the following proposition: "That the two 
bodies claiming to be Grand Lodges continue to act as independent Grand 
Lodges for one year — that all suits be suspended for the same period — that 
the Grand Lodge of which Brother Milnor is ( 1 , M.. rescind the amendment 
of the constitution claimed to l* passed by them respecting Past Masters, 
depriving them of their right to vote in the Grand Lodge — that all expulsions 
and suspensions which have taken place in consequence of existing difficul- 
ties. be rescinded, ami that ail the lodges in the State be requested to con- 
vene by their representatives at New York on the first Tuesday in June, 
1851. to elect Grand Officers of the Grand Lodge of the State of New York." 

This proposition was rejected by the committee of the other body, mainly 
because of the condition imposed, that " the amendment of the constitution 
passed by them respecting Past Masters should lie rescinded, ' which they 
unanimously declared had l icon passed by them on principle. Bn*. Hatch 
spoke at length on the subject, anti declared that while their committee 
would do much to harmonize the Fraternity, yet if vve asked them to aban- 
don principle, they would reply, never' never’ never! 

As there appeared to be no probability of the two committees agreeing 
on any of the several propositions, they were about separating, when Bro. 
Lewis submitted the fallowing proposition: •• That the amendment of the 
constitution, cutting oft’ the Past Masters, should be rescinded, on condition 
that the Grand Lodge should be removed to Utica." 

Brother Cook inquired whether the city lodges would be expected to 
send representatives there? to which Brother Lewis replied that they would, 
and would receive the same mileage, &c., as the country lodges now do on 
coming to New York. Brother Norris inquired if the Secretary and Treas- 
urer would reside in New York or Utica? Brother Lewis replied, of course 
:il Utica. Brother Carpenter inquired if the funds would be removed there; 
l«.cause. if so. the brothers in distress, who were far more numerous at New 
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York than elsewhere, could not lie relieved. Brother I-ewis replied, that the 
funds would of course be removed there, but that in his opinion the amount 
of them in five years would be more largely increased than they had ever 
been. 


This proposition not meeting with favor by your committee, it was mod- 
ified by Brother Hatch, to the effect •• That the city of New York should be 
constituted a 1 District Grand Lodge. 1 acknowledging the supremacy and 
jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of the State of New York." The modifica- 
tion was not satisfactory to your committee, when another, and the last, 
proposition was submitted by Brother Hatch, and is in the following terms 
•‘The whole difficulties existing in the Masonic fraternity of this State shall 
be referred to three impartial Grand laidges. and their decision shall be 
binding and final on both Grand Bodies." After inquiry as to how the three 
Grand Lodges were to act as arbitrators? und the reply, that they would act 
os they might decide, and probably by committees to sit in New York and 
hear evidence, your committee unanimously accepted the proposition. On 
this declaration being made by us to them, to our surprise and deep regret, 
the other members of the committee associated with Brother Hatch declared 
their dissent from the proposition. V'our committee expressed their sorrow 
that Brother Hatch's associates could not agree with him, as we thought if 
there was a sincere desire to settle the existing difficulties, and no plan pro- 
posed by either committee met the view of both, there was no other way of 
restoring harmony to the Masonic fraternity of this State than by submitting 
the whole question to the friendly arbitrament of three impartial Grand 

Lodges. 

No other propositions coming from either committee, they separated 
without a formal adjournment." 

This document from which we have quoted emanated from the Phillips 
party. After reviewing the course pursued by the two parties in this con- 
troversy, your committee reiterate the opinion expressed by this Grand Lodge 
at its last Annual Communication, that the Grand Lodge over which Most 
W. G. M. John D. Willard presides is the only legally constituted Grand 
Lodge in the State of New York. 

KKW JKJLSKV. 

Masonry* is prospering within this jurisdiction. Several lodges under 
dispensation have signified to the Grand Master their intention of applying 
for warrants. New Jersey favors the formation of a General Grand Isjdgc. 
The address of the Grand Master says ** It in a source of heartfelt satis- 
faction that a greater number of members, ‘good men and true.' have been 
admitted into our lodges during the last year than in any former year . while 
but few difficulties have occurred to disturb the peace and harmouy of the 
Craft." 
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MARYLAND. 

The annual communication of this Grand Lodge was held in the city of 
Baltimore, on the yth November, 1849. Nineteen lodges represented. The 
Grand Charity Fund, for the relief of indigent w idows and orphans of Ma- 
sons in Maryland, amounts to $4,704. Maryland still favors the form at it m 
« if a General Grand Lodge. 


DISTRICT or LTU.KMUIA. 

All annual meeting of this Grand Lodge was held in Washington m 
November last. "All is well" within the jurisdiction, and we are happy to 
observe that our Institution is going on " prospering and to prosper. Light 
lodges were represen ted in the Grand Lodge. 

YlKIilNtA- 

Masonry is flourishing in the Old Dominion. The last meeting of the 
Grand Lodge was held at Richmond, on the 10th of December, 1849. Sixty- 
one lodges represented. During the year 13 charters were granted for new 
lodges. Complaint is made of the establishment of a French Lodge within 
the State, claiming authority from the Grand Orient of France, and a protest 
has been entered against this invasion of the jurisdiction ol the Grand Lodge 
of Virginia. There are 71 working lodges within the State, with a member- 
ship of 2,241. 

NUKTK CAROLINA. 

At the stated comm un icatioti of this Grand Lodge, lield at Raleigh, on 
the 3rd of Deeemlier, 1849. twenty-nine lodges were represented. Light 
dispensations were granted during the year. Whole number of lodges in the 
State which report 258 initiations, and eighteen deaths during the year. 
We are pleased to observe that the fraternity of the State are alive to the 
subject of education. On the subject of a Seminary. Grand Master Collins 
remarks : 

" There are about twenty-live hundred active Masons under our juris- 
diction ; and there are about two children for every twenty -five Masons, who 
have not the means of acquiring an education ; making in all, about two hun- 
dred. who are rapidly approaching the terrible destiny of a dark and ignor- 
ant manhood. If this is a correct statement, (and l believe it to lie nearly 
so. 1 fur the past ten years, during which the subject of this seminary has 
been agitated before this Grand Lodge, two hundred children, who have 
claims uj»on this fraternity, have passed the bounds of instruction, and gone 
forth to battle with the storms and tempests of life — have launched their 
barks upon that dark, savage ocean, upon which no sun ever rises, no star 
ever shines— whose terrible billows move onward and forever onward, in 
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darkness, reaching no harbor of sunshine, no haven of peace, until they break 
upon the shores of eternity. This is a terrible state of things— a state which 
I trust will no longer exist." 

SOUTH CAROLINA. 

The volume from the Palmetto State, gives the proceedings of sundry 
communications extending from January iSth to the 27th December. 1849. 
The transactions were of a local character. We extract the following from 
an address of the Grand Secretary: 

"Since the last annual communication I have had an opportunit y of visi- 
ting several Masonic jurisdictions, examining with great care their mode of 
work, and comparing it with our own ; and 1 confess that I feel some pride in 
being able to say. that whatever may be our errors in other respects, I found 
nowhere that uniformity in opening and dosing, and in entering, passing 
and raising, that exists in South Carolina." 

PI.OK1IIA. 

The proceedings of this State are embraced in a neatly printed pamphlet 
of 8$ pages. The annual communication was held in Tallahasse. commenc- 
ing on the !4th January. 1850. M. W. Thomas Brown. Grand Master and 
Governor of the State, delivered a beautifully written message, from which 
we extract the concluding paragraph, and to this brief sentence we call the 
attention of the several lodges within the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge 
"When such a man. living in open shamelessness and abandonment of dee. 
without exhibiting in his life one guiding principle of Masonry, still continues 
to retain his membership in a lodge in this jurisdiction, or claims to be a 
Mason in its vicinity, the Grand Lodge will hold such lodge guilty of all the 
edl and disgrace which Masonry in such case must necessarily receive.” 

GEORGIA. 

The proceedings of this Grand laidge are full of interest. One hundred 
and eleven lodges arc now at work, and at the last session of the Grand 
Lodge charters were granted for five new lodges— giving a total of ti6in 
the State. Every lodge made its return for the last year, ami only one is in 
arrears for dues, and but one failed to be rcprescntpl. In 1839 only 1 1 lodges 
sent representatives to the Grand Lodge. The number of members attached 
to there lodges were 430; now there arc about 5,000 attached to the lodges of 
the State. Truly the brethren in Georgia are extending their bounds and 
strengthening their stakes. During the year 1,403 were initiated. 36 died, 
73 were rejected. 11 suspended and 13 expelled. From the annual addrws* 
of the Grand Master we moke the following extract 

" Upon the subject of education. I feel assured there is but little if any 
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difference of opinion among us. Although the Grand I^odge of Georgia has 
no Masonic college, yet the members of the I>x3ges throughout the State as 
Masons, men and citizens, are generally faithful lo the cause of education ; 
and if I could combine their individual efforts in that cause and present it at 
one view, it would reflect great credit on the principles of our institution. 
Our principles indeed demand of us the improvement of the mind. Ma- 
sonry is a system of morality, having for its foundation a belief in God and 
the immortality of the soul of man. The teachings and precepts of the Bible 
tire enjoined and inculcated by Masonry. Infidelity and Masonry are in- 
compatible. 'Universal benevolence and relief,' are among its well known 
precepts. To assist those upon whom the hand of poverty rests heavily— to 
watch over the widow and the orphan — to feed the hungry and clothe the 
naked, are practical moral duties peculiar to even* Mason. But these are 
bodily and physical wants — there are higher wants which man feels, and 
which make life at least little else than a burthen. The mind and the heart 
have their times of destitution, alike with the body, aud no less need the re- 
lieving hand of mental charity and sympathy. To these spiritual necessities. 
Masons are no less commanded to minister than to the gross deprivation of 
the body. To shed the light of knowledge on the mind which wanders, un- 
provided, in the darkness of ignorance and superstition, and to encourage 
advancements in the arts and sciences, and in the acquisition of truth, is a 
part of the mission of Masonry. To warm up the heart which has lieen 
chilled by adversity or misfortune, with gentle rays of sympathy — to console 
the broken-hearted — to pour oil of gladness on the wounded and bruised 
spirit, are among her sacred behests, inculcated into the breast of ever)’ one 
who is embued with the genuine spirit of Freemasonry." 

KENTUCKY. 

The proceedings of the last session of the Grand Lodge of our sister 
State are characterized by harmony and brotherly love. Number of initia- 
tions for the year 857. deaths 87, rejections 77 Your committee observe with 
regret that the Grand Lodge of Kentucky adheres to the custom of publish- 
ing descriptions of the persona) apjiearance of rejected applicants for mem- 
bership. We give an instance or two: 

•' W — J — , aged about 55 years; 5 feet 4 inches high; thick set; occupa- 
tion. a farmer and minister in the Methodist Church; residence. Caldwell 
County ; rejected July 14, 1849." 

•*T— R — . June 9, 1849; residence. New Concord; a blacksmith by occu- 
pation; aged 36 years; o feet two or three inches high ; square built ; well set ; 
rather dark complected; black hair; sparkling blue eyes, a little inclined to 
bloodshot." 

To publish the name of an individual rejected would seem to be all that 
was necessary, but to have a minute description of personal appearance pub- 
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listaed to the world the same as we would a horse thief or murderer, we sub- 
mit is not Masonry. And without wishing to dictate, we would respectfully 
suggest that the practice .be abolished. It is possible that of the 80 names 
published in this manner in the proceedings of Kentucky, some few may he 
good men. Ts it not then committing a wrong against these individuals? 
The report of the trustees represents the Masonic Seminary as in a flourish- 
ing condition. 


ALAI1AMA. 

The annual meeting was held on the 3d December. 1840. Of the 105 
lodges in the State 98 were represented. Initiated during the year 950, sus- 
pensions 32, rejections 84, expulsions 13. deaths 26 — whole number of mem- 
bers 3,508. Alabama opposes the formation of General Grand Ixxlge. 

Mtsasstm. 

The last annual meeting of this Grand Lodge was held in the city of 
Natche*. on the 5th of February, and the printed proceedings come to us in 
a volume of 250 pages. Seventy-three lodges were represented 

TKNNRSSKJC. 

Thc annual meeting was held at Nashville on the 2d October. 1849. Of 
the 1 19 lodges in the State 107 were represented. The Masonic College is in 
prosperous circumstances. A regulation allowing five cents per mile and one 
dollar per day to members of the Grand Lodge was adopted. Tennessee 
favors the formation of a General Grand Lodge. 

ARKANSAS. 

The Grand Lodge met at Little Rock on the 5th November. 1849. The 
opinion of the Grand I«odgc. given on several questions important to the 
fraternity in favor of a General Grand Lodge, against taking degrees too 
rapidly . they think a Grand Master is alsive all tribunals, and that a lodge 
cannot try its Master. They contend there is no apjical from the decision of 
a Master, and that lus decision should be final. They think •* the requisition 
of further ami other tests in Masonry beyond the belief in a Supreme Being, 
who shall judge our conduct and reward our actions is unwise, new and an 
innovation upon the body of Masonry, whose proud boost it is that its princi- 
ples are broad enough for ev er y creed.' 

LOUISIANA. 

We hear unofficially from Ixniisiana lhat the unfortunate difficulties that 
have so long caused confusion among the workmen have been amicably ar- 
ranged and that the best spirit animates the craftsmen of the State. 
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TEXAS. 

The transactions of this Grand Body were local and highly interesting 
to the brethren of the Lone Star State. AH is prosperous within her borders. 

oeiio. 

There is no pamphlet received that gives your committee more pleasure 
than that from Ohio. Truly may it be said of this Grand Lodge she is a 
'• bright and shining light." In the communication held ou the 5th October, 
1849. 137 lodges were represented. A committee was appointed to '‘collect 
all such facts and incidents connected with the introduction, progress and his- 
tory of Freemasonry in the State of Ohio, as may he deemed important for 
preservation ; and especially with reference to its influence upon (he moral 
and social condition of society." The subordinates were urged to look after 
“ such children of indigent Mason (whether orphans or not) as are not already 
enjoying the privileges of education and seeing that they have secured to 
them the blessings of a good instruction in some ot the public schools as pro- 
vided by law. or in private schools where no public ones are accessible." 

INDIANA, 

The pamphlet from our sister State is superior in point of typographical 
appearance to any received. The annual meeting was held at Indianapolis 
on the 27th May last. Eighty-one Chartered and 29 U. I.). Lodges were rep- 
resented. From the beautifully written message of Grand Master Denning 
we extract the concluding paragraph : 

"Masonry in Indiana has advanced with education, the arts, and the re- 
finements of cultivated society. What has been wrought since the third Mon- 
day of December, 1817? Then delegates from the four following lodges 
met at Cor yd on in convention, to form Indiana Grand Lodge by preparatory 
measures agreeably to the rules of the craft. Their names were : Rising 
Sun, Union, Switzerland anti Blazing Star. To these were added, on their 
first adjournment being called, Brookvillc Harmony, Lawreticeburg. Mel- 
chizedek and Pisgah. We now have in the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge 
more than one hundred subordinate lodges, conforming to the ancient land- 
marks, abiding by the ancient constitutions, and walking in the old paths, in 
peace, unity and concord. Then our temples were sparsely scattered along 
the margin of the Ohio, nr standing in solitary grandeur in the almost un- 
broken wilderness of the IjOwer Wabash ; now we are assembled in the grow- 
ing capital of our State, with onr eyes resting on the walls of a noble build- 
ing devoted to the spread of the principles of universal lietievolence. while 
the sound of the Masonic gavel and the answering voices to our roll-call are 
heard from the Great Miami to lake Michigan. Brethren, we form an im- 
portant part of the Grand Masonic Temple of our country. It has already 
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the largest altar of incense and the brightest light of any of its compeers 
among the nations. Its pillars rest on the opposite shores of a mighty con- 
tinent — its cloud-covered dome echoes with the roar of two oceans. May its 
light remain undiramed and every offering upon its altar signify good will to 
man." 


MICHIGAN. 

The annual meeting was held at Mason's Hall, Detroit, on the 9th of 
January. 1850. Thirty-three lodges were represented. The proceedings of 
the Grand l^odgc give evidence that Masonry is in good hands in the Penin- 
sular State. 


WISCONSIN. 

The annual meeting was held on the lath of December last — 13 lodges 
represented. Tha Grand Master considers "the denying of the advance- 
ment of an Entered Apprentice or Fellow Craft, by the operation of a simple 
vote of negation in the ballot box. as not only wrong in itself, but also un- 
Masonic; without sufficient cause shown to the contrary, the advancement 
may be demanded by the candidate as a matter of right. He has already 
submitted to the ordeal of the simple negative in the ballot box. and he stands 
in the lodge as a man and Mason, subject to the action of a majority of his 
brethren on his merits and demerits; the single voice is Masonically bound 
to sj>eak openly, in order that the whole lodge may be enabled to judge on 
the subject justly and correctly." 


IOWA. 

The last Annual Communication was held at Keokuk on the 4th June. 
An able report from the Committee on Foreign Correspondence was read. 
Our brethren of Iowa give evidence of prosperity. 

CAIJFOBNIA. 

Since the last annual session of our Grand Lodge, another star has been 
added to the constellation of Masonry. The brethren of the mystic tic who 
sundered near and dear relatives in the older Stales, and by land and sea 
journeyed to the far-off California, have not forgotten the duties they owe to 
God. the craft, their neighbors and themselves . but with commendable xcal 
have flung in the broeae the glorious banner of *• Brotherly Love, Relief and 
Truth on its broad folds the inscriptions ••Temperance, Fortitude, Pru- 
dence and Justice" may be seen. In that distant portion of our own loved 
country, where the thirst for gold is the grand pa»>i«>n of many, and where 
misfortune and sickness visit not a few. the excellency of our time-honored 
institution has been seen, felt and acknowledged. There, where no gentle 
sister's band could smootbe the pillow, where no tender wife could minister 
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to the afflicted husband's necessities — where no affectionate mother could 
kneel beside the couch of sickness and despair, and tell in heavenly accents 
of that other and better country — there, we say, has the excellency of our in- 
stitution been felt and acknowledged. 

The Grand Lodge of California was organized on the 1 7th April last, 
and we are pleased to notice that brethren distinguished for their Masonic 
intelligence assisted in its formation. Established under such favorable 
auspices we have every reason to hope for its prosperity. It may not be out 
of place in this connection to state that a Past I>eputy Grand Master of this 
Grand Lodge. (R. W. John R. Crandall,) was at our last advices, lecturing 
to the subordinate lodges of California, and from the ability of that brother, 
we feel confident if the craftsmen of California keep within the line of his 
teachings, it is impossible they should materially vary from ancient York 
Masonry. The brethren of California have already expended thousands of 
dollars in the erection of buildings for the accommodation of the sick. For 
the edification of the Grand Lodge, we make the following extracts from the 
Constitution of Grand Lodge of California: 

• • The fee for instituting a subordinate lodge shall be $250. * * Every 
lodge upon the receipt of its charter shall pay the Grand Secretary the sum 
of $25 for engrossing the same and affixing thereto the seal of the Grand 
Lodge. * * * 

Section 2. Each lodge shall pay into the Treasury of the Grand Lodge 
the sum of three dollars for every degree conferred upon candidates, the sum 
of five dollars for every adjoining member — and five dollars and fifty cents, 
semi-annually for each contributing member. 

Sec. 3. There shall Iks paid into the hands of the Grand Secretary, for 
the use of the Grand I.«xlge, Five Dollars by the applicant, for every Diplo- 
mat granted to a member of a subordinate lodge. 

Sec. 4. For all and every copy of any portion of the proceedings of the 
Grund Lodge, or of any document in his possession proper to be published, 
which the Grand Secretary shall be required to make, he shall demand and 
receive, for the use of the Grand Lodge, Fifty Cents for every one hundred 
words. 

Sec. 5. No lodge shall confer the three degrees in Masonry for a less 
sum than One Hundred Dollars, and the fee for each degree, as may bo reg- 
ulated by the lodge, shall be paid invariably in advance. 

Wc have now noticed the proceedings of the different Grand Lodges with 
which we arc in correspondence, and in glancing over the Masonic world we 
are pleased to say that at no previous time has the widespread order of An- 
cient Free and Accepted Masons exhibited such unmistakable evidences of 
prosperity os now. The storm of persecution, tlie blind fury of the bigoted

religionists, amt the shafts of the dishonest demagogue have fallen harmless 
at our feet The pillars of our grand old Temple, after having withstood the 
tempests of centuries, are still beautiful and magnificent.

Empires and King- 
doms may pass away, the monumental marble may crumble, but “ Freemas 
only will still survive."

Brethren The Grand Lodge at its Annual Communication adopted 
the following resolution: 

Resolved. That hereafter it shall be the duty of the Grand Secretary 
to append to the published proceedings all resolutions for the amendment of 
the Constitution and By-Laws, or any other matters on which it may be nec- 
essary for subordinate lodges to act ; that he also notify them thereof by a 
published circular, embodying such resolutions, in season for their action . 
and that such lodges shall certify their proceedings thereon to the Grand 
Lodge. 

In conformity therewith, I send you a copy of the proposed New Consti- 
tution and By-Laws, which, under the following section of the present Con- 
stitution, will be called up and adopted or rejected at the next Annual Com- 
munication of the Grand lxxlge. to be holdcn at Springfield, on the first 
Monday, day of October next. 

No alteration shall take place in this Constitution, except in the manner 
following : 

Every amendment shall be proposed in writing, at a regular Communi- 
cation of the Grand Lodge, a fair copy of which shall be sent by the Grand 
Secretary to each of the sutnirdinate lodges, who shall pass or reject the 
same, and certify their proceeding at the next regular Communication ; when, 
if it appear that two- thirds of the subordinate lodges have agreed to pass the 
same, it shall become a part of this Constitution. 
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Constitution and By-haws. 


CONSTITUTION 

Of the Grand Lodge of Ancient Free and Accepted Masons, of the State 
of Illinois. 

Wk, the Grand Lodge of Ancient Free and Accepted Masons of the State of 
Illinois. In order to form fraternal union, establish order, insure tran- 
quility. provide for and promote the welfare of the Craft, and secure to 
the Fraternity of the State the blessings of Masonic privileges, do ordain 
and establish this Constitution. 

ARTICLE t. 

Section i. The style and title of this Grand Lodge shall be "The 
Grand Lodge of Illinois, of Ancient Free and Accepted Masons.” 

ARTICLE II. 

Section i. The Grand Lodge shall consist of the following officers and 
members, with the following rank ami title: A Most Worshipful Grand 
Muster, a Right Worshipful Deputy Grand Master; nine or more District 
Deputy Grand Masters; a Right Worshipful Senior Grand Warden; a Right 
Worshipful Junior Grand Warden; a Grand Orator; a Grand Chaplain; a 
Grand Treasurer ; a Grand Secretary; a Deputy Grand Secretary; two Grand 
Doaeans; a Grand Marshal ; a Grand '%lcr; two Grand Stewards, a Grand 
Sword Bearer; a Grand Pursuivant, the Master and Wardens, for the time 
being, of the several lodges under the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge; all 
Past Grund Masters of this Gram! Lodge; alt Past Deputy Grand Masters; 
all Past Grand Wardens; and all Past Masters, who have been duly elected 
Masters, and have actually presided as Worshipful Masters of lodges within 
the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge, and who still remain members of a 
lodge. 

Sec. 2. Whenever the Worshipful Master and Wan lens of any subordi- 
nate lodge, or either of them, shall be unable to attend the communications 
of the Grand Lodge, they, or either of them who cannot so attend, may de- 
pute any member of their own lodge, he being a Master Mason, as a proxy 
to represent their lodge in the Grand Lodge, ami the proxy so deputed shall 
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be entitled to the same privileges and |»crform the same duties of him or 
them deputing him; said deputation shall be in writing, and signed by the 
officer deputing him. 

Sec. 3. In all elections and questions which shall come before the Grand 
Lodge for its action, every subordinate lodge shall be entitled to three votes 
collectively from its representation agreed on amongst themselves, the Most 
Worshipful Grand Master one vote; the Deputy Grand Master one vote; the 
Grand Wardens one vote collectively; each Past Grand Master one vote; 
Past Deputy Grand Masters one vote collectively ; District Deputy Grand 
Masters one vote collectively ; Past Grand Wardens one vote collectively . 
and Past Masters, members of subordinate lodges under the jurisdiction of 
this Grand l-odge, not representatives, one vole collectively; and all ques- 
tions and elections shall be decided by a majority of the votes given. 

ARTICLE 111. 

Section t. None, except such as have attained to the degree of Past 
Master, and are at the time of their election or appointment members of 
some lodge under the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge, shall be eligible to 
the office of Grand Master. Deputy Grand Master, or District Deputy Grand 
Master. 

Sec, 2 . The Grand Master. Deputy Grand Master. Senior and Junior 
Grand Wardens. Grand Treasurer. Grand Secretary, Grand Orator. Grand 
Chaplain and Grand Tyler shall be elected by ballot on the second day of 
each annual communication; and they shall be installed into their respective 
offices before the adjournment of the Grand Lodge, and shall hold the same 
until their successors shall be duly elected and installed. And all the officers 
whose election is not provided for herein shall be annually appointed by the 
Grand Master. 

Sr.c. 3. A majority of all the votes present shall be necessary to a choice 
of the officers mentioned in the eccoftd section of this article. 

ARTICLE IV. 

Section 1. The Grand Lodge shall assemble annually, on the third 
Monday in May. 

Sec. 3. The Grand Master, and in hLs absence from the State, the 1 dep- 
uty Grand Master, by consent of the Grand Wardens, may call special meet- 
ings of the Grand Lodge at such times and places as necessity may require. 

ARTICLE V. 

Seitiun 1. The Grand Lodge shall be the supreme Masonic authority. 
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within tfe State of Illinois, and, by the ancient Constitutions and usages of 
tile Fraternity, is and shall be invested with all the original, essential powers 
and privileges belonging to the Ancient Craft ; and shall have power espec- 
ially— 

First- — To fix its place of meetings; to enact and enforce all laws and 
regulations for the government of the Fraternity ; and alter, amend, and re- 
peal the same at pleasure, agreeably with the principles and usages of an- 
cient Freemasonry, and not inconsistent willi this Constitution. 

Second — To constitute new lodges, by granting Dispensations and Char- 
ters, under seal , and, for good cause, to suspend, revoke and annul the same, 
at pleasure. 

Third — T o establish and preserve an uniform mode of work ami lectures, 
within the ancient landmarks and customs of Masonry. 

Fourth — To assess and collect from the several lodges under their juris- 
diction such sums of money as may be deemed necessary to be appropriated 
to the benefit of the Craft. 

Fifth — To hear and determine all questions of dispute between two or 
more lodges. 

Sixth — To hear and decide all appeals from the decisions of subordinate 
lodges. 

Seventh — To demand and receive such fees and charges for granting 
Dispensations, Charters, Certificates and Diplomas as may bo reasonable. 

Rioimi — To hear and decide all charges and complaints against any 
officer of the Grand Lodge, and to inflict such punishment on the guilty as 
may appear just and proper. 

Ninth — To exercise all such powers, and perform all such acts as by 
custom are exercised and performed within the ancient customs and land- 
marks of the Fraternity. 

Set. 2. No alteration shall take place in this Constitution, except in 
the manner following : Every amendment shall be proposed in writing at a 
regular communication of the Grand Lodge, a fair copy of which shall be 
sent by the Grand Secretary to each of the subordinate lodges, who shall 
pass or reject the same, and certify thetr proceedings at the next regular com- 
munication ; when if it appears that two-thirds of the subordinate lodges rep- 
resented have agreed to pass the same, it shall become a port of this Consti- 
tution.

Section i. No lodge acting under the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge, 
shall knowingly receive any candidate in either of the degrees of Masonry, 
that has been rejected by any other lodge without first receiving the unani- 
mous consent of the lodge that rejected him. 

Sec. 2 . No brother admitted as a visitor during the session of the Grand 
Lodge, shall be permitted to vote on any subject before it. nor to speak on 
any subject without the leave of the M. W. Grand Master. 

Sec. 3. No member shall be eligible to the office of Grand or Deputy 
Grand Master, unless he shall have passed the chair in some regular lodge, 
unless it be in cases of emergency. 

Sec. 4. In case the chair of the Grand Lodge shall become vacated by 
death, resignation or otherwise, it shall be filled by the Deputy Grand Mas- 
ter. and in case any other office becomes vacated by death, resignation, re- 
moval or otherwise, the Grand Master for the time being shall fill such va- 
cancy. 

Sec. 5. Every lodge under the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge, shall 
at each Grand Annual Communication, deliver to the Grand Secretary a list 
of the officers and members of their lodge, also a list of the initiations, ad- 
missions. deaths, removals, suspensions and expulsions of members, with 
their respective dates, signed by the Muster and attested by the Secretary. 

Se< . 6 . No Letter or Warrant of Dispensation shall be granted for the 
formation of a new lodge, but u{>on the petition of at least seven known and 
approved Master Masons, in which their first Master and Wardens shall be 
nominated; which petition shall be accompanied by a recommendation from 
the lodge nearest to the place in which the new lodge is to be balden. 

Sec. 7. For every letter or Warrant of Dispensation for the formation 
of a new lodge, there shall lie paid into the Grand Treasury' the sum of fif- 
teen dollars, and for every Charter, the sum of five dollars in addition with 
two dollars for the Grand Secretary's fee; which said sums respectively shall 
be paid before the delivery* of the Warrant or Charter. And in all cases 
where the seal of the Grand Lodge us required to tie affixed, there shall be 
paid, by the applicant to the Grand Secretary the sum of two dollars ; except 
to the Dispensation for which no fee shall be allowed. 

Sec. 8. Every lodge under the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge shall 
pay into the Grand Treasury the sum of twenty-five cents annually for each 
member thereof, as a Grand Charity Fund, and a further sum of twenty-five 
cents annually, for each member belonging to their lodge at the time of 
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making their annual Grand Communication ; Provided, that no lodge shall 
pay a less sum than 6 ve dollars, exclusive of the contribution of charity. And 
the Master and Wardens, or representatives of any lodge, shall not take their 
seats in the Grand Lodge until all their dues be paid ; anti in case of the 
neglect or refusal of any lodge to pay the same, at or before the next com- 
munication thereafter, unless reasonable excuse lie offered, such lodge shall 
be stricken off the l>ooks of the Grand Lodge, and their warrant or charter 
considered null and void ; but. on proper application to the Grand Ixwlge. 
making due returns, and paying off dues, they may be restored to their for- 
mer rank and privileges, if the Grand lxxlge shall judge proper. 

Sec. 9. It shall be tile duty of the Grand Treasurer to lay before the 
Grand Lodge, at each Annual Grand Communication, all his accounts, for 
inspection and adjustment, and shall immediately pay over to his successor 
% any balance which may be found due from him to the Grand Lodge, together 
with all the books, papers and documents belonging to his office. 

Sec. 10. All appeals from any subordinate lodge shall be in writing, 
and left with the Grand Secretary, and the appellant shall give the other 
party at least one month's notice thereof, or otherwise the Grand Lodge shall 
not proceed to hear and determine the same. 

Sec. ii. In all cases of the suspension, or expulsion, or restoration of a 
member, two-thirds of the votes of the members present shall be required . 
and in all cases of the restoration of a Mason, suspended by any lodge under 
the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge, the same majority shall be required. 
No exiled Mason shall be restored to the privileges of Masonry except by 
a vote of the Grand Lodge; and such restoration shall not reinstate him in 
membership ra the lodge from which he was expelled without the unanimous 
consent of the members thereof. 

Sec. is. The Grand MlLster, Deputy Grand Master. Grand Wardens, 
Grand Treasurer and Grand Secretary, for the time being, or a majority of 
them, shall be a standing Committee of Charity, under whose direction the 
Grand Charity Fund shall be distributed. 

Sec. 13. Upon the demise of any lodge within the jurisdiction of this 
Grand Lodge, the last Secretary and Treasurer of the said lodge shall, within 
six months thereafter, surrender to the Grand Secretary all the books, pa- 
pers. jewels, funds and furniture of the lodge so demised. 

Sec. 14. Even - lodge within this jurisdiction may exercise all the rights 
of discipline over Masons (not mcmliers thereof, or of any other lodge.) who 
reside in the immediate vicinity of such lodge, so far as may relatr to the 
conduct and behavior of such Mason*, while resident in the vicinity of such 
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Sec. 15. The Grand Master shall on the first day, and immediately after 
the organization of the Grand Lodge, at each Annual Communication, ap- 
point the following Standing Committees, viz.: 

A Committee on Returns and Work of Chartered Lodges — To consist 
of three members, to whom shall lie referred all the returns and work of 
Subordinate Chartered Lodges, and whose duty shall be to examine the 
same, and report the same to the Grand I-odge. 

A Committee on Returns and Work of Lodges U. D. — To consist of 
three members, to whom shall be referred all the returns and work of Lodges 
Under Dispensation, and whose duty shall be to examine the same, and re- 
port to the Grand Ixxlge. 

A Committee on Petitions and Grievances — To consist of three mem- 
bers, to whom shall be referred all appeals to the Grand Lodge. and all peti- 4 
tions for new lodges. 

A Committee on Finances and Accounts— To consist of three members, 
whose duty shall be to examine and report on all accounts to them referred, 
and examine and report on the financial condition ot the Grand Lodge. 

A Committee to Examine Visiting Brethren — To consist of two mem- 
bers; and 

A Committee on Foreign Correspondence — To consist of three mem- 
bers. 

Sec. 16. No alteration or amendment shall take place in these By-Laws 
except in the following manner: Every amendment shall be proposed in 
writing at a regular communication of the Grand Ixtdgc, which shall be 
spread upon the minutes and printed with the proceedings of the Grand 
laxlge; when, if a majority of the votes at the next regular communication 
shall agree to the same, it shall become a part*! these By-Laws; ami any 
amendment then offered, not inconsistent with the spirit and meaning of 
such proposed amendments, may lie acted upon at suefc communication.

Report— That they have taken that very ahle and valuable jwijmt into 
careful consideration, xuid that they commend the same to the earnest at- 
tention of the Grand laalgc. With most of the sentiments contained in that 
address, your committee most heartily concur . and they arc satisfied their 
tnfiuencc will tend to the good of Masonry. 

On the subject of reprinting the by-laurs and all binding revolutions of

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the Grand Lodge in one body, we are satisfied that in no other way can they 
all be brought properly before the subordinate lodges. Not only is it a labor- 
ious task to hunt them up through the various publications of the Grand 
Lodge over which they are distributed, but the want of even these sources 
on the part of many of the lodges, makes this itself impossible. In accor- 
dance therefore, with the recommendation of the Grand Master, we propose 
the following resolution: 

Resolved , That the Grand Secretary lie instructed to collect and publish 
as an appendix to the annual proceedings, all of the laws, by-laws and bind- 
ing resolutions of the Grand Lodge. 

On the subject of dimits, it is our opinion that the following resolution, 
which is now in force, is a sufficient regulation on that subject:

Resolved, That the standing resolution which requires a unanimous 
ballot for each of the three degrees, should be understood literally; and that 
it should be the same in each and unanimous in all: upon the moral, intel- 
lectual and Masonic qualifications of the applicant.

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CONSTITUTION, 

By. it Orpainf.i>: That the Grand I-odge shall consist of a Grand Mas- 
ter. a Deputy Grand Master, Senior Grand and Junior Grand Wardens, a 
Grand Orator, a Grand Chaplain, a Grand Secretary and Deputy Grand Sec- 
retary, a Grand Treasurer, two Grand Deacons, a Grand Marshal, a Grand 
Tyler, two Grand Stewards, a Grand Sword Bearer, a G rand Pursuivant, the 
Master and Wardens for the time being ot the several lodges under the juris- 
diction of this Grand Lodge, all Past Grand Officers of this Lodge, and all 
Past Masters of regular lodges under the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge 
who continue members of any regular lodge. 

This Grand Lodge, so to be organized, shall be styled and known by 
the name of “The Grand Lodge of Illinois, of Ancient Free and Accepted 
Masons," 

The Grand Lodge shall hold Annual Communications ; and the Grand 
Master, or his Deputy, in case of his absence, may, on very urgent occasions, 
call special meetings. 

When any officer of a subordinate lodge cannot attend the Grand Lodge, 
he may depute any brother, being of equal rank, or superior to himself, to 
act for him in the Grand Lodge, and such deputation shall be under the 
hand and seal of the brother deputing When the Master and Wardens of 
any subordinate lodge depute the same brother to represent them, he must 
have attained at least the rank of Past Master. 

Past Grand officers may hold offices in subordinate lodges, and this shall 
not deprive them of any privilege they might claim in the Grand Lodge as 
Past Grand officers. 

The Grand Master. Deputy Grand Master, Senior Grand and Junior 
Wardens, Grand Secretary, Grand Treasurer, Grand Orator, Grand Chap- 
lain and Grand Tyler shall be annually elected by ballot on the second day 
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of each Annual Grand Communication, and they shall be installed into their 
respective offices before the adjournment of the Grand Lodge, and shall hold 
the same until their successors shall be duly elected and installed ; and all 
other officers whose election is not provided for therein shall Ik* annually ap- 
pointed by the Grand Master for the time being. 

In all elections and questions which shall come before the Grand Lodge 
for its action, every subordinate lodge shall be entitled to one vole collect- 
ively, from its representation agreed on amongst themselves; the Grand 
Master one vote ; the Deputy Grand Master one vote ; the Past Grand Mas- 
ters one vote collectively . and the Grand Wardens one vote collectively. 

Past Masters, members of subordinate lodges under the jurisdiction of 
this Grand Lodge, not representatives, one vote collectively ; and all ques- 
tions and elections shall tie decided by a majority of the votes given. 

The Grand Lodge shall have the power to constitute new lodges, by let- 
ters patent, under their seal. 

To establish a uniform mode of working throughout the .State, strictly 
adhering to the ancient landmarks, usages and customs of Masonry. And 
in furtherance of this desirable object, it shall be the duty of the Grand Mas- 
ter. or some well informed brother by him appointed, occasionally to visit 
every subordinate lodge under the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge, to lec- 
ture and instruct the brethren and to correct such errors as may have ob- 
tained among them ; to require from the several lodges under their jurisdic- 
tion such annual dues as they may deem necessary, to be appropriated for 
the benefit of the Craft 

To hear and determine all appeals from subordinate lodges, and to de- 
cide all disputes between the different lodges under their jurisdiction. 

To demand such fees as may be deemed just and reasonable, upon grant- 
ing charters constituting new lodges. 

To make such by-laws as may be necessary for their good government, 
and not inconsistent with this Constitution. 

And to do all things heretofore accustomed to be done by other Grand 
Lodges, which are within the ancient landmarks and usages of the Craft. 

No alteration shall take place in this Constitution except in the manner 
following Every amendment shall tie proposed in writing at a regular com- 
munication of the Grand Lodge, a fair copy of which shall lie sent by the 
Grand Secretary to each of the subordinate lodges, who shall pass or reject 
the same and certify their proceedings at the next regular communication ; 
when, if it appear that two-thirds of the subordinate lodges have agreed to 
pass the same, it shall become a part of this Constitution. 
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BY-LAWS. 

i ion i. The annual ancetings tif the Grand Lodge shall be held in 
the town of Springfield, on the first Monday of October, at which time the 
Grand Officers shall be elected and appointed in the manner proscribed by 
the Constitution. 

Sw. 2. No brother admitted as a visitor during the session of the Grand 
Lodge, shall be permitted to vote on any subject before it, nor to speak on 
any subject without the leave of the M. W. Grand Master. 

Sk<\ 3. No member shall be eligible to the office of Grand or Deputy 
Grand Master, unless he shall have passed the chair in some regular lodge, 
unless it be in cases of emergency. 

Skc. In case the chair of the Grand l.mlri -kill ivrnmc vacated by 
death, resignation or otherwise, it shall be filled by the Deputy Grand Mas- 
ter, and in case any other office becomes vacated by death, resignation, re- 
moval or otherwise, the Grand Master for the lime being shall fill such va- 
cancy 

Sfi -. 5. Every lodge under the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge, shall 
at each Grand Annual Communication, deliver to the Grand Secretary a list 
of the officers and members of their lodge, also a list of the initiations, ad- 
missions. deaths, removals, suspensions and expulsions of members, anti 
rejections of candidates, with their respective dates, signed by the Master 
and attested by the Secretary. 

Ski . (1. No I.etter or Warrant of Dispensation shall be granted for the 
h>rui;tli»ii of a new lodge, but upon the petition of at least seven known and 
approved Master Masons, in which their first Master anti Wardens shall be 
nominated; which petition shall be accompanied by a recommendation from 
the lodge nearest to the place in which the new lodge is to be ho I den. 

Src, 7, For every Letter 01 Warrant of Dispensation for the formation 
of a new lodge, there shall be paid into the Grand Treasury the sum of fif- 
teen dollars; and for every Charter or Constitution, the sum of live dollars, 
and the further sum of two dollars in addition, to be paid to the < 5 rand Sec- 
retary ; which said sums respectively shall be paid before the delivery of the 
Warrant or Charter. [See Resolution No. XX.] And in all cases where 
the seal of the Grand I -odge is required to be affixed, there shall be paid, 
by the applicant to the Grand Secretary the sum of two dollars. 

Src. S, Every lodge under the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge shall 
pay into the Grand Treasury the sum of twenty-five cents annually far each 
member thereof, as a Grand Charity Fund, and a further sum of twenty-five 
cents annually, for each member belonging to their lodge at the time of 
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making their annual Grand Communication; Provided* that no lodge shall 
pay a less sum than five dollars, exclusive of the contribution for charity. And 
the Master and Wardens, or representatives ofxinv lodge, shall not take their 
seats in the Grand Lodge until all their dues lx paid, and the Treasurer's re- 
ceipt therefor be produced ; and in case of the neglect or refusal of any lodge 
to pay the same, at or before the next communication thereafter, unless 
reasonable excuse lx* offered, such lodge shall lx* stricken off the books of 
the Grand Lodge, and their warrant or charter considered null and void, 
but, on proper application to the Grand Lodge, making due returns, and 
paying off dues, they may be restored to their former rank and privileges, 
if the Grand Lodge shall judge proper. 

Sw. i). It shall lx the duty of the Grand Treasurer to lay before the 
Grand I^odgc, at each Annual Grand Communication, all his accounts, for 
inspection and adjustment, aud shall immediately pay over to his successor 
any balance which may lx found due from him to the Grand Lodge, together 
with all tlie books, papers and documents belonging to his office. 

Sec. 10. All appeals from any subordinate lodge shall be in writing, 
and left with the Grand Secretary, and the appellant shall give the other 
parly at least one month's notice thereof, or otherwise the Grand Lodge shall 
not proceed to hear ami determine the same. 

Ski:, it. When any brother is excluded from any subordinate lodge for 
mnJ-practice. information thereof shall be sent to the Grand Lodge, and all 
the lodges under this jurisdiction, as soon os convenient ; but no lodge within 
the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge. or any member thereof, shall publish 
or in any manner make public the suspension or expulsion of any member, 
except it be to the Fraternity or within the walls of the lodge; but nothing 
herein contained shall prevent the Grand Lodge giving publicity to such ex- 
pulsion. should they deem it proper to do so, 

Srr. 12. In all cases of the suspension, or expulsion, or restoration of a 
member, two-thirds of the votes of the members present shall he required; 
and in all eases of the restoration of a Mason, suspended by any lodge under 
the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge, the same majority shall be required. 
No cx|x*Uefl Mason shall lx restored to the privileges of Masonry except by 
a vote of the Grand Lodge ; and such restoration shall not reinstate him in 
membership in the lodge from which ho was expelled without the unanimous 
consent of the members thereof. 

Src. ty The Grand Master. Deputy Grand Master, Grand Wardens. 
Grand Treasurer and Grand Secretary, for the time being, or a majority of 
them, shall be a standing Committee of Charity, under whose direction the 
Grand Charity Funds shall be distributed. 

Ski . 14. Upon the demise of any lodge within the jurisdiction of this 
Grand Lodge, the last Secretary and Treasurer of the said lodge shall, within 
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tux months thereafter, surrender to the Grand Secretary a]] the books, pa- 
pers. jewels, funds and furniture of the lodge so demised. 

Ski . 15. Every lodge within this jurisdiction may exercise all the rights 
of discipline over Masons (not members thereof, or of any other lodge,) who 
reside in the immediate vicinity of such lodge, .so far as may relate to the 
conduct and behavior of such Masons, while resident in the vicinity of such 
lodge. 

Sec. i 6 . No alteration or amendment shall take place in these By-Laws 
except in the following manner: Every amendment shall be proposed in 
writing at a regular communication of the Grand Lodge, which shall be 
spread upon the minutes and printed with the proceedings of the Grand 
Lodge, and if two-thirds [Sec resolution No. XXI.] of the voters at the next 
regular communication shall agree to the same, it shall become a part of 
these By-Laws. 

Seo. 17. The Grand Master shall 011 the lirst day after the organization 
of the Grand Lodge, at each Annual Communication, appoint the fallowing 
Standing Committees, viz.: 

A Committee on Returns and Work of Lodges — To consist of three 
members, to whom shall be referred all the returns and work of Subordi- 
nate Lodges, and whose duty shall be to examine the same, and report to 
this Grand Lodge. 

A Committee on Petitions and Grievances — To consist of three mem- 
bers, to whom shall be referred all appeals to this Grand Lodge, and all peti- 
tions for new lodges. 

A Committee on pittances and Accounts — To consist of three members, 
whose duty shall be to examine and report on all accounts to them referred, 
and examine and report on the financial condition of the Grand Lodge; and 

A Committee to Examine Visiting firethren— To consist of two mem- 
bers. 

Sec. 18. No lodge acting under the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge, 
shall knowingly receive any candidate iti cither of the Degrees of Masonry, 
that has been rejected by any other lodge, without first receiving the un- 
animous consent of the lodge that rejected him. 
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APPENDIX C. 


RESOLUTIONS OF THIS GRAND LODGE. ADOPTED AT SUN- 
DRY TIMES. AND NOW IN FORCE. 


I. Resolved. That the part of the Constitution and By-Laws of this 
Grand Lodge requiring two- third* of all the lodges to change the Constitu- 
tion or By-Laws, be understood as referring to two-thirds of all the lodges 
represented. — « 84 1 . 

II . Resolved, That this Grand Lodge instruct all the subordinate lodges 
under its jurisdiction not to act upon any |ieUtions unless the same have 
laid over one month, or from one stated meeting until the next regular meet- 
ing of the lodge — 1841. [Semi-monthly stated meetings of subordinate 
lodges are not contemplated in this resolution. 

The stated meetings of many lodges being determined by the moon, the 
resolution is to be understood as permitting action on petitions that have laid 
over from one such meeting to another, though the time should fall short of a 
calendar month; but not. in any case, in less than one lunar month. — Grand 
M aster. 

III . Resolved, That subordinate lodges lie cautious how they act ujion 
petitions of |jcrsons residing remote from the place of application; and pro- 
vided the applicant live* within twenty-five miles of a lodge, not to enter- 
tain said petition without a recommendation from the same. 

IV. Resolved , That Brother Grand Secretary be requested to publish, 

in the proceedings of each Grand Communication, in connection with the re*- 
turns of sulKirdinatc lodge*, a list of rejection*, expulsions, suspensions, 
deaths and withdrawals of each lodge as rejiorted by them in their annual 
returns. — 184*. ■** 

V. Resolved, That in the opinion of this Grand Lodge, no subordinate 
lodge should permit a petition for admission or initiation to be withdrawn, 
after a committee has been raised to inquire into the character and qualifica- 
tions of the candidate. — 1843. 

VI. Resolved, That from and after the adoption of this resolution, the 
Grand Treasurer and Grand Secretary be annually required to give bond. 
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with approved security, payable to the Grand Master for the time being, for 
the faithful and lawful disposition of all moneys that may conic into their 
hands belonging to the Grand Lodge.— 1842. 

VII, Restitut'd, That in all cases where lodges, now holding dispensa- 
tions or charters from other Grand Lodges, shall make application to come 
under the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge, no other fee shall he charged 
than the Secretary’s: and that the M. W. Grand Master be authorized to 
issue them without waiting for the action of the next Annual t'oinimniica- 
tion of the Grand Lodge. — 1842. 

VI JI. Resolved, That hereafter the Grand Lodge will only receive 
from the subordinate lodges par funds for all moneys paid to tile Grand 
Lodge. — 1842. 

IX. Resolved. That the subordinate lodges at e requested to make their 
annual returns on or before the first day of the Annua) Communication of 
t he G ra 11 <1 I >0 dge. — j $42 . 

.\. Rtwolved* As the opinion of this Grand Lodge, that it is contrary 
U> and inconsistent with the ancient usages and precepts of nur Order to 
withdraw from a subordinate lodge, without some good cause, or to reside 
in the neighborhood of a subordinate lodge without becoming a member 
thereof — 1842. 

XL Resolved. That hereafter the Grand Secretary, in publishing the 
returns of the respective subordinate lodges, shall otml the description of the 
persons of such as have been rejected on their application for initiation in 
such lodges. — 1843. 

XII. AV.o.'/wi/. That it is the opinion of this Grand Lodge lliat "The 
Freemason's Magazine," a periodical published in Ko-doti by Fro. Moure, is 
in a very high degree advancing the principles of the < »nh-r. lln- skill and 
knowledge of the Craft, and that wc recommend it to tin -cvcml "iibonli- 
nate lodges {is well worth v of their patronage. — 1S43. 

XIII. Resolved, Thai wc victim the " Masonic College of Missouri," 
recently established in Monroe Gnu a ty, Missouri, by the Grand Lodge of that 
State, an institution worthy of our highest regard, and claiming our deep in- 
terest and solicitude for its success. — 1844. 

XIV. Resolved , That we recommend the attention of every brother of 
the Fraternity, and of the friends of education generally, to the facility which 
the institution affords for the acquisition of a thorough education. ->j 844. 

XV. Resolved, That hereafter no subordinate lodge will lie required 
to pay Grand Lodge dues for any members under the degree of Master Ma- 
sons.— 1S44. 
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XVI. Resolved . That hereafter, on the first day of each annua] Grand 
Communication of this Grand Lodge, the Grand Master appoint a Committee 
on Work and Returns of Lodges Under Dispensation. — 1844. 

XVII. Resolved, That this Grand Lodge of Illinois would recommend 
to the lodges under her jurisdiction to do all their business in a lodge of Mas- 
ter Masons, except conferring the first and second degrees. They would 
further recommend, that all ballotings for candidates for initiation be taken 
at a regular communication, and that no ballot for a candidate for initiation 
be taken at an adjourned lodge, unless it lie in a case of emergency, which 
should be stated. — 1844. 

XVIII. Resolved, That the Committee on Finance and Accounts, in 
connection with the Grand Secretary, be required to make a general report 
of the receipts and expenditures of this Grand Lodge since its formation, 
stating the amounts received for Dispensations. Charters and Dues, sepa- 
rately amt distinctly, and from whom received ; also the amount expended, 
an<l for what purpose. — 1844. 

XIX. Resolved, That the M. W. Grand Master be authorized to grant 
charters to the subordinate lodges working under dispensation, upon his 
being satisfied of the regularity of their work, and their compliance with all 
the necessary prerequisites.— 1844. 

XX. Resolved, That it is the sense of this Grand Lodge, that Fifteen 
Dollars only is required by Sec. 7, of the By-Laws, for a Dispensation, and 
Seven Dollars only additional for a Charter, including Grand Secretary's 
fees . and that in all coses where a greater sum has been paid, the Grand 
Treasurer lie and he is hereby instructed to refund such surplus, and to call 
on the Grand Secretary for an adjustment of the same with the Grand Lodge. 

XXI. Resolved. Tliat so much of the ifitb section of the By-Laws 
adopted by this Grand Lodge as requires “ a majority of two-thirds of the 
voters present" to adopt any proposed amendment thereto, is inconsistent 
with, and in violation of, the Constitution of this Most Worshipful Grand 
l<odge, and is hereby declared to be null and void. 

XXII. Resolved, That it is the sense of this Grand Lodge that no 
money is authorized to be drawn from the Treasury but on the order of the 
Grand Master, with the consent of the Grand Ixxlge, which assent shall be 
signified by test of the Grand Secretary. 

XXIII. Resolved, That it be recommended to the several subordinate 
lodges under the jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of Illinois to procure, so far 
as it may be practicable and convenient, the names of all Master Masons re- 
siding within their respective jurisdictions, and report the same in their an- 
nual communications for the information of this Grand Lodge. 
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XXIV. Resolved, That it is the sense of this Grand Lodge, that the 
suspension of a subordinate lodge by this Grand Lodge only affects the 
standing of its individual members, so far as they participate in disregarding 
the edicts of this Grand Lodge after the first information thereof coming to 
their knowledge, ;uld providing such individuals by their act shall not have 
been the cause of the action of this Grand Lodge declaring such lodge sus- 
pended or clandestine. 

XXV. lie solved. That in issuing charters to subordinate lodges, they 
be numbered consecutively according to the date of the application therefor; 
and that when a charter is rescinded or surrendered the number of said lodge 
remain vacant, to be resumed when such charter shall be restored. 

XXVI. Resolved, That it is the sense of this Grand Lodge, that when 
the office of Worshipful Master, or of any other incumbent, becomes vacant 
in any chartered lodge under this jurisdiction, it is competent for that lodge 
to proceed to fill the vacancy without any dispensation from the M. W. Grand 
Master. 

XXVII. Resolved, That the Grand Lodge would recommend to the 
lodges under her jurisdiction to do all their business in a lodge i if Master 
Masons, except conferring the first and second degrees, and the trial of E. 
A.’s and F. C.‘s for delinquencies. 

XXVIII. Resolved, That hereafter it shall be the duty of the Grand 
Secretary to append to the published proceedings all resolutions for the 
amendment of the Constitution ami By-Laws, or any other matters on which 
it shall be necessary for subordinate lodges to act, that he also notify them 
thereof by a published circular, embodying such resolutions, in season for 
their action, and that such lodges shall certify their proceedings thereon to 
the tiraud Lodge. 

XXIX- Resolved, That the Grand Secretary be instructed, in publish- 
ing the returns, to omit the rejections by subordinate lodges. 

XXX. Resolved, That any subordinate lodge shall have the right to 
remit to indigent Masons, within the jurisdiction of their* lodge, all dues 
whatever. 

XXXI. Resolved, That it is the opinion of this Grand Lodge, that 
when a sulxjrdinate lodge receives a petition they are bound to act upon it 
fully at the proper time. 

XXXII. Resolved, That in the opinion of this Grand Ixxlge the War- 
dens of a subordinate lodge may preside and confer degrees in the absence 
of the Master, without regard to their having taken the Past Master's de- 
gree.
